PROHim iON, ENTERING ITS SEVENTH YEAR, JUSTIFIES ENACTMENT, SAYS SENATOR SHEPPARD, WHILE SENATOR EDGE TURNS GUNS ON LAW

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18— Prohibi­ 
tion, now entering Its seventh year, is 
justifying Its enactment more thor­ 
oughly every day. 
There 
Is little dispute concerning 
the relation between prohibition and 
prosperity. 
They may be differences 
concerning the degree to which prohi­ 
bition has 
contributed to national 
prosperity but the fact of the contri- 
button and Us importance to tho weV- 
* 
fare pf the nation is hardly denied. 
* 
The nation’s ranking economists ara 
agreed upon this. 
Irving Fisher, of 
Yale. the noted political economist, 
estimated that prohibition is adding 


$5,000,000,000 to tha income of the 
people of the United States. Richard 
Boeckel, the labor economist reckoned 
the savings to workers through prohi­ 
bition at $1,000,000,000. Ho said prohi­ 
bition had altered tho character of 
the spending of over $5,000,000,000 
per year, diverting this former drink 
bill into useful channels. Hard times 
would have been erased, had it exist­ 
ed, by the transfer of such aa im­ 
mense sum from destructive to con­ 
structive spending. Retail trade, build­ 
ing operations, realty values, all were 
directly and immediately affected by 
the new markets created ta our popu­ 
lation by the removal of tho saloon as 
a competitor to real business. 


The growth of savings of the Amer­ 
ican people is one of tho most amas Ina 
phenomena since prohibition arrived. 
w e have over four times the number 
of savings 
depositors 
as when the 
Eighteenth amendment was adopted. 
The federal reserve board report, is­ 
sued last week, showed that In $48 
banks, out of 29,281 banks of tho coun­ 
try, tho increase in savings deposers 
ta November, 1928, over 
the 
same 
month of 1924, amountod to $456,971,- 
900. Life Insurance companies also re­ 
port a more rapid developmant since 
the advent of prohibition than ever 
before.

friends will fight every effort to weak­ 
en its enforcement or to bredi it down 
by modification.

Yale, the noted political economist, 
•Mimsted that prohibition is adding 


$5,000,000,000 to tho income of the 
people of the United States. Richard 
Boeckel, the labor economist reckoned 
the savings to workers through prohi­ 
bition at $1,000,000,000. He said prohi­ 
bition had altared the character of 
the spending of over $5,000,000,000 
per year, diverting this former drink 
bill into useful channels. Hard times 
would have been erased, had it exist­ 
ed, by the transfer of such aa Im­ 
mense sam from destructive to con 
strnotive spending. Retell trade, build- 
in* operations, realty value#, all were 
directly and immediately affected by 
the new markets created In our popu­ 
lation by the removal of th# saloon as 
a competitor to real business.

Patent Rights Abroad 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 18 
American inventors are assured a fair­ 
er deal than they have had heretofore 
with respect to their patent rights In 
foreign countries. Forfeiture of a pat­ 
ent in another country for non-work- 
M r or for non-payment of taxes 
through accidental causes is practic­ 
ally a thing of the past. 
This 
has 
been 
brought 
about 
through the International Conference 
of the Union for the Protection of In­ 
dustrial Property recently held at Tho 
Hague, and the story is told in the 
official report of Commissioner of 
Patents, Thomas E. Robertson, who 
was in attendance as chairman of the 
delegation from the United States. 
Thirty-two nations were represented 
in the conference and became signa­ 
tories to the convention that was 
adopted. 
This convention, or agreement, was 
a revision of the one adopted origin­ 
ally at Paris in 1883, and reaffirmed 
and amended at Brussels in 1900, and 
at Washington In 1911. It relates pri­ 
marily to patents and trade marks and 
provides for the granting of certain 
reciprocal rights. 
Its fundamental 
principle Is the agreement of each 
country to treat the citizens of all 
other countries of the Union exactly 
as It treats its own citizens in such 
matters. 
However, 
many 
injustices 
were 
worked American patentees and Am­ 
erican manufacturers through the pat­ 
ent laws that were enacted in many 
other countries and Secretary Hoover 
served notice at the time the Patent 
Office was transferred from the Inter­ 
ior to the Commerce Department that 
a vigorous campaign would be made 
to correct prevailing evils. Failing re­ 
lief through agreement at the confer­ 
ence at The Hague, a complete revis­ 
ion of the patent laws of the United 
States would be sought, be said. 
At that time, as Mr. Hoover pointed 
out, an American patentee was re­ 
quired in many foreign countries to 
manufacture continuously in those 
countries under his patent or lose his 
patent rights. 
No such requirement 
is made in the United States of for­ 
eigners holding patents in this coun­ 
try. The result was that our invent­ 
ors and manufacturers, in order to pro­ 
tect their inventions, were forced to 
establish numerous factories abroad 
while foreign patentees were able 
to use their patents in the United 
States to prevent manufacture here. 
Other Discrimination 
“A list of many large manufactures 
established 
by 
American 
capital 
abroad in order to protect their pat­ 
ents could be enumerated,” said Mr. 
Hoover, "whereas there has been no 
establishment in this country for this 
reason. 
In fact, a foreign patentee, 
by registering his patent 
in 
the 
United States, can hold it for 17 years 
and prevent manufacture of the article 
in the United States. 
"This is but one of the discrimin­ 
ations now In progress.

changes made in the international 
agreement relate to the working of 
' patents, the granting of a period of 
I grace for the payment of taxes, the 
prevention of the piracy of trade 
marks, and the repression of unfair 
competition. 
An article of the old convention 
permitted any member country to en­ 
act legislation requiring a patent to be 
worked, with the restriction that the 
patent could not be forfeited for non­ 
working until after at least three 
years from the date of filing of the 
application, and with a further pro­ 


vision that forfeiture could not be en­ 
forced if the patentee could give a 
sufficient excuse for non-working. 
This article was canceled and a new 
one adopted in which the granting of 
compulsory licenses was substituted 
for forfeiture as the penalty for non­ 
working, the declaring of a forfeiture 
being prohibited except in a case 
where the granting of compulsory 
licenses was found not sufficient to 
prevent abuses of the monopoly rights 
granted by the patent. The period of 
three years, which must be allowed 
before any penalty can be imposed for 
non working, is to be reckoned no long­ 
er from the date of filing the applica­ 
tion for a patent, but from the date 
the patent Is granted. 
A new article added to the conven­ 
tion provides that a period of grace 
of at least three motnhs, beyond the 
time fixed by law, roust be granted 
for the payment of any taxes with 
reference to industrial property rights, 
and that with respect to patents this 
period must be at least six months, or 
provision made for restoring patent 
rights which have become forfeited 
for non-payment of taxes. 
Protecting Trade M arks 
With respect to trade marks each 
country agrees, under the new con­ 
vention, to provide for the cancella­ 
tion of a registration of a trade mark 
well known in that country as being 
the trade mark of a citizen of one of 
the other countries of the Union, and 
that the expiration of a registration in { 
the home country shall not shorten j 
the term for which the registration of 
the mark has been granted in any of 
the other countries, and that therefore 
the renewal of the registration in the 
home country does not necessitate the 
renewal of the registrations in the other 
countries prior to the expiration of the 
term for which the registrations were 
granted. 
The requirement that an 
article sold under a trade nmrk shall 
bear an indication of its registration 
was eliminated. 
In addition to the agreement of the 
old convention that each signatory 
country would grant to citizens of the 
other countries an effective remedy 
against unfair competition, the revised 
treaty provides that an act contrary 
to honest usages in commercial mat­ 
ters will be regarded as an act of un-

Ford Decides Marriage 
Fails to Nullify Teach­ 
ing Contract. 


Marriage will not nullify a contract 
between a teacher and a board of edu­ 
cation, no m atter if it is against the 
policy of the board to hire married 
women to teach, and no m atter if it 
baa adopted and entered upon its rec­ 
ords a resolution setting forth Its at­ 
titude. 
There is nothing in the laws or 
constitutions of West Virginia or the 
United States making it illegal or 
improper for a married 
woman 
to 
teach school, if she? holds a proper cer­ 
tificate, George M. Ford, state superin­ 
tendent of schools, stated in answer­ 
ing an inquiry from a board of edu­ 
cation in the northern part o ft he 
state. Tho question which he seeks to 
dispose of once and for all bobs up 
with frequency and persistency. 
Mr. Ford writes in part: 
"Boards of education may employ or 
refuse to employ teachers according 
to their own discretion and without 
assigning any reason for their action, 
tyut this does not change the fact that 
a resolution in derogation of marriage 
is frowned upon by the courts and is 
always held illegal. 
"It follows, then,

where

teacher has been 
employed, 
subse 


quent marriage cannot, under any cir­ 
cumstances, be looked upon as a vio­ 
lation of the contract or as a ground 
for declaring the contract 
null 
and 
void, nor as a ground for either de­ 
manding the resignation of the teach­ 
er or dismissing her. 
"You raised a question In the fol­ 
lowing language: "The contract—is it 
void since she changed her name? 
We have a contract with Miss Blank 
but have we any contract with Mrs.

George Wright, who questioned her 
in the county jail, that she had given 
poison to any of her spouses other 
than the religious worker. 
She held her hands to her face and 
wept as she told her story. During 
her conversation 
she never opened 
her eyes, one of which is blind. 
According to her statement, she en­ 
deavored in vain to call a physician 
when her pastor-husband’s condition 
became alarming last Tuesday morn­ 
ing. 
She reiterated her statem ent that 
she had given Mr. Christy three doses 
of arsenic when he was ill. "I did not 
know what was the m atter with him,” 
she said. 
Repeats Story of Christy Death 
"I was raised in East Liverpool,” 
Mrs. Christy said, and when I was 
three years old I was taken in charge 
of by ‘Coal Oil’ Bennett who lived 
near the flint mill. I guess 'Coal OU’ 
died 14 or 16 years ago. 
"I was always a blacksheep—that’s 
what they called me.

Ancient Gateway in Pictur­ 
esque Perugia Is to Be 
Preserved. 


Washington.—With so many ancient 
landmarks tumbling before tbs pick 
and steamshovel of modern progress 
the news that an ancient gateway In 
Perugia, aaa of Italy’s famous “hill 
towns,” baa been saved from destruc­ 
tion through popular appeal la wel­ 
come to lovers of antiquity. 
Permis- 
idon has been granted by the commune 
of the town to run 
electric tram s 
through this gateway, near the Palazzo 
del Popolo, famous palace, but public 
Indignation brought abont a rescind­ 
ing of the permit. 
’T he city bas known one of the 
stormiest and bloodiest of histories,” 
says a bulletin from the Washington 
headquarters of the National Geograph­ 
ic society. “High on a hill command­ 
ing the River Tiber, Perugia has been 
safe from enemies from without, but 
It has been torn by Internal quarrels. 
In the decline of Rome no barbarism 
mounted Its walls, but the plots of its 
nobility and the qnick tempers of Its 
citizens resulted often In teapot tem­ 
pests that went on until one side or the 
other was almost exterminated. 
A City en a Hilltop. 
"Perugia is almost midway between 
Rome and Florence, although not on 
tile main line railroad connecting the 
two cities.

Known to have been captured 
by the Russian army In the Carpathi­ 
ans In 1016 and reported as having 
been sent to Siberia, all trace of the 
mm vanished years ago and they were 
thought to have perished. 
Now, by the return of the soldier, it 
la known that the 1,000 have settled 
In the bleak territory to which they 
were sent, founded five villages and 
traveled well on the way to the de­ 
velopment of 400,000 acres of land al­ 
lotted to them by the soviet govern­ 
ment. 
Furthermore, they have mar­ 
ried 
Tartar, 
Mougoi 
and 
Chinese 
wives and are so well content with 
their lot that they will remain perma­ 
nently In their new homes. 
8©on Forgotten. 
The villages of the prisoners are on 
the aide of the Amar river near the 
Chinese-Mongolian border. They were 
exiled to the place by the old Russian 
government and were soon forgotten. 
Slowly they turned their attention to 
agriculture and various other trades. 
Most of them were former Hungarian 
army officers, nearly all university 
graduates. Among them are a univer­ 
sity professor, three doctors, an archi­ 
tect, two Catholic priests, a rabbi, 
while all others are masters of valu­ 
able trades. 
The foundation of these villages 
came with the Russian revolution. The 
prisoners had two choices; one was 
not to recognize the Red government 
and suffer further punishment as pris­ 
oners; the other choice was to join 
the Red army. 
Although all of them 
were against the soviet Idea, still the 
latter choice was better for them. 
They joined the army and they were 
placed in the same battalion. 
The 
Reds gave them about 400,000 acres 
of land, agricultural machinery, do­ 
mestic animals and everything the 
farmers need, and they were to guard 
the border from Mongolian and Chi 
nese attacks. 
That was the beginning of the vil­ 
lages. 
They built houses, agricultural 
buildings, brick factories and a flour 
mill. 
Within a short time they bad 
fonned a small Industrial center In a 
territory where only wild tribes ex­ 
isted. 
Hold to Language. 
They all married Chinese. Mongoli­ 
an, Korean and Russian girls, but an 
Interesting thing Is that they didn’t 
forget their mother language. 
Not 
only that, but they created a new Eu­ 
ropean 
civilization. 
They 
built 
churches and schools where the Hun­ 
garian language Is spoken. Even their 
wives are adopting this language. 
Money-Is a thing unknown to them. 
Business Is done by the ancient meth­ 
ods of exchange. Most of their output 
Is sold in Vladivostok, where their 
business also is transacted in the ex­ 
change of their produce for articles 
they need.

W ASHINGTON, Jan. 18. -Probibi 
Hob, now entering its seventh year, Is 
Justifying its enactm ent m ore thor­ 
oughly every day. 
I here 
in little dispute concerning 
the relation betw een prohibition and 
prosperity. 
They may be differences 
concerning the degree to which prohi­ 
bition lias 
contributed to national 
prosperity but the fact of the contri­ 
bution and its im portance to the w el­ 
fare pf the nation la hardly denied. 
The nation's ranking economist* ar* 
agreed upon this. 
Irving Fisher, of 
Yale, the noted political econom ist, 
estim ated that prohibition la adding 


$5,000,000,000 to the Income of the 
people of the United States. Richard 
Boeckel, the labor econom ist reckoned 
the savings to workers through prohi­ 
bition at $1,000,000,000. He Bald probi 
bitlon had altered the character of 
the spending of over $5,000,000,000 
per year, diverting this former drink 
bill into useful channels. Hard times 
would have been erased, had it exist­ 
ed, by th* transfer of such an Im­ 
mense sum from destructive to con 
struottv* spending. Retail trade, build­ 
ing operations, realty values, all were 
directly and Immediately affected by 
the new market* created In our popu­ 
lation by tbs removal of the saloon as 
a competitor to real business.

Patent Rights Abroad 
WASHINGTON, D. C-. Jan

ent in another country for non-work­ 
ing 
or 
for 
non-payment

through accidental causes Is practic­ 
ally a thing of the past. 
This 
has 
been 
brought 
about 
through the International Conference 
of the Union for the Protection of In­ 
dustrial Property recently held at Tho 
Hague, and the story Is told in the 
ffftclal report of Commissioner of 
Patents, Thomas E. Robertson, who 
was in attendance as chairman of the 
delegation from 
tho United States. 
Thirty-two nation* were represented 
in the conference and became signa­ 
tories to the convention that 
was 
adopted. 
This convention, or agreement, was 
a revision of the one adopted origin­ 
ally at Paris in 1883, aud reaffirmed 
and amended at Brussels in 1900, and 
at Washington in 1911. 
It relates pri­ 
marily to patents and trade marks and 
provides for the granting of certain 
reciprocal 
rights. 
Its 
fundamental 
principle is the agreement of each 
country to treat the citizens of all 
other countries of the Union exactly 
as It treats Its own citizens in such 
matters. 
However, 
many 
injustices 
were 
worked American patentees and Am­ 
erican m anufacturers through the pat­ 
ent laws that were enacted in m any 
other countries and Secretary Hoover 
served notice at the time the P atent 
Office was transferred from the In ter­ 
ior to the Commerce Department th a t 
a vigorous campaign would be made 
to correct prevailing evils. Failing re ­ 
lief through agreem ent at the confer­ 
ence at The Hague, a complete revis­ 
ion of the patent laws of the United 
States would be sought, he said. 
At that time, as Mr. Hoover pointed 
out, an American patentee was re ­ 
quired in many foreign countries to 
m anufacture 
continuously 
In 
those 
countries under his patent or lose his 
patent rights. 
No such requirement 
is made in the United States of for­ 
eigners holding patents in this coun­ 
try. 
The result was that our invent­ 
ors and manufacturers, in order to pro­ 
tect their inventions, were forced to 
establish numerous factories abroad 
while 
foreign 
patentees 
were 
able 
to use their patents in the United 
States to prevent manufacture here. 
Other Discrimination 
“A list of many large manufactures 
established 
by 
American 
capital 
abroad in order to protect their pat­ 
ents could be enum erated,” said Mr. 
Hoover, "whereas there has been no 
establishment in this country for this 
reason. 
In fact, a foreign patentee, 
by 
registering 
his 
patent 
in 
the 
United States, can hold it for 17 years 
and prevent manufacture of the article 
in the United States. 
"This is but one of the discrimin­ 
ations now In progress. 
Other bur­ 
dens put upon American patentees in 
foreign countries discourage the Am­ 
erican inventor from registering his 
patents and securing the rights, which 
should naturally come to him from 
his inventions, while we give every 
facility 
in the United St ie*. 
Wje 
propose nothing but equality in these 
questions, equitable, arid fair trea*- 
ment of patentees in all countries, and j 
we intend to follow up the m atter 
with the utmost vigor." 
According to Commissioner Robert­ 
son’s report this has been brought 
about, 
substantially. 
The principal 
changes made in 
the 
international 
agreement relate to the working of 
patents, the granting of a period of 
grace for the payment of taxes, the 
prevention 
of the 
piracy 
of 
trad-" 
marks, and the repression of unfair 
competition. 
An article of the old convention 
permitted any m em ber country to en­ 
act legislation requiring a patent to be 
worked, with the restriction that the 
patent could not be forfeited for non­ 
working 
until after 
at 
least three 
years from the date of filing of the 
application, and with a further pro­ 


vision that forfeiture could not be en­ 
forced if the patentee could give a 
sufficient excuse for non working. 
This article wag canceled and a new 
one adopted in which the granting of 
compulsory licenses was substituted 
for forfeiture as the penalty for non­ 
working, the declaring of a forfeiture 
being prohibited 
except in 
a case 
where 
the 
granting of compulsory 
licenses was found not sufficient lo 
prevent abuses of the monopoly rights 
granted by the patent. 
The period of 
three years, which muRt be allowed 
before any penalty can be imposed for 
non working, is to be reckoned no long­ 
er from tile date of filing the applica­ 
tion for a patent, but from the date 
the patent is granted. 
A new article added to the conven­ 
tion provides that a period of grace 
of at least three motnhs, beyond the 
time fixed by law, must be granted 
for the payment of any taxes with 
reference to industrial property rights, 
and that with respect to patents this 
period must be at least six months, or 
provision made for restoring patent 
rights which have become forfeited 
I for non-payment of taxes. 
Protecting Trade Marks 
With ysspect to trade marks each 
country agrees, under the new con­ 
vention, to provide for the cancella­ 
tion of a registration of a trade mark 
well known in that country as being 
the trade mark of a citizen of one of 
the other countries of the Union, and 
that the expiration of a registration in 
the home country shall not shorten 
the term for which the registration of 
the mark ha* been granted in any of 
the other countries, and that therefore 
the renewal of the registration In the 
home country does not necessitate the 
renewal of the registrations in the other 
countries prior to the expiration of the 
term for which th e registrations were 
granted. 
The 
requirement that 
an 
article sold under a trade mark shall 
bear an indication of its registration 
was eliminated. 
In addition to the agreement of the 
old convention that each signatory 
country would grant to citizens of the 
other countries an effective remedy 
against unfair competition, the revised 
treaty provides that an act contrary 
to honest usages In commercial m at­ 
ters will be regarded as an act of un-

"It will be seen.'’ says Commission­ 
er Robertson, "that the risk of the 
forfeiture of a patent for non working 
has been practically done away, with 
as well as the forfeiture for non-pay­ 
ment of taxes, when such non payment 
was due to accidental causes. 
The 
computing of the three years from th* 
date of the grant of a patent, instead 
of from the date of filing application 
is a very material advantage, since In 
many of the countries of the Union 
considerable time may elapse between 
the tiling of an application and th* 
granting of a patent. 
“The provision as to the cancella­ 
tion of fradulently registered trade 
marks furnishes an effectiv remedy 
against piracy of well known trade 
marks.” 
While th* conference did not go as 
far in the m atter of working patents 
and the lazes thereon as the United 
States delegates desired and proposed, 
it in stated that it did afford very ma- 
erial relief from the form er onerous 
j conditions and that the adoption of 
j the revised convention is a long step 
forward.

POPULAR APPEAL 
SAVESLANDMARK 


Ancient Gateway in Pictur­ 
esque Perugia Is to Be 
Preserved. 


W ashington.—W ith so many ancient 
landm arks tum bling before the pick 
and steam shovel of modern progress 
the news that an ancient gatew ay In 
Perugia, one of Italy's fam ous “hill 
towns," has been saved from destruc­ 
tion through popular appeal ta wel­ 
come to lovers of antiquity. 
Pcrmls- 
aion has been granted by the commune 
of the town to run 
electric tram s 
through this gateway, near the Palazzo 
dei 1‘opolo, fam ous palace, but public 
indignation brought about a rescind­ 
ing of the permit. 
"The city has known one of the 
storm iest and bloodiest of histories," 
says a bulletin from the W ashington 
headquarters of the National Geograph­ 
ic society. 
"High on a hill command­ 
ing the River Tiber, Perugia has been 
safe from enemies from without, Hut 
it has been torn by Internal quarrels. 
In the decline of Rome no barbarism 
mounted its walls, but tile plots of its 
nobility and the quick tem pera of its 
citizens resulted often in teapot tem ­ 
pests that went on until one side or the 
other was alm ost exterm inated. 
A City en a Hilltop. 
“Perugia is alm ost midway between 
Rome and Florence, although not on 
tile main line railroad connecting the 
two cities. 
Like Siena and Assisi, its 
neighbors, it 
is built 
in antiquated 
•tjle , partly on top of a group of hill­ 
tops and partly on the slopes, with fine 
view’s of the Apennines in every direc - 1 
tion. 
It has a picturesqueness of ac­ 
cident, of irregularity, of rising and 
falling ground, and of striking com­ 
binations of light, shade and color. 
“Everyw here except 
on the short 
spinal ridge the streets are staircases 
and toboggan slides. 
Everyw here one 
climbs or burrows. 
The life of a Peru­ 
gian, it may be truly said, is one of 
v ups and downs. 
"On the map, Perugia is spread out 
like a great stone-scaled dragon on Its 
rock, crouching over the country and 
•x y lid in e long paw s down tile valley 
side. N ature furnishes backgrounds of 
olive-colored hills and distant moun­ 
tains, w’hlle nearly every vista on its 
staircase streets is broken and framed 
by tile graceful stone arches that but­ 
tress tile tall houses. 
The old tow ers 
and donjons have largely disappeared, 
but the atm osphere of the town is mili­ 
tary and despotic. 
Many houses still 
show truces of the heavy chains that 
barred 
the 
streets 
after 
nightfall, 
when, if a man forgot bis steel under­ 
shirt, 
he came home in a wooden 
one. 
“Perugia Is really four cities in one. 
There is the ancient Etruscan P eru­ 
gia, with Its walls and stone gate­ 
w ays; the Roman Perugia, whose m a­ 
sonry rests on W h at remained of the 
E truscan city after tile natives hud 
sot fire to it; Hie Medieval Perugia of 
the Baglionl, built on the Roman foun­ 
dation* ; and the R enaissance Perugia 
of the popes, reared on the ashes of 
the Baglionl palaces. 
"In the strict sense, however, there 
no modem Perugia. 
The railroad 
station is, a* in most European cities, 
tm fgffgjd*- the nnctent city Ko I]s. Two 


street car lines, a few autom obiles and 
some up-to-date shops, clustered around 
the tourist center, are the only Inroads 
the present lias been able to make. 
T here has been no tem ptation to build 
since 
the 
Sixteenth 
century. 
The 
patches added to Its crum bling ram ­ 
parts and houses in the last four hun­ 
dred years have enhanced their n at­ 
ural attractiveness. 
“T he rich pastoral beauty and re­ 
pose of Perugia's surroundings have 
left their mark on the art of the city. 
As the seat of the renowned Umbrian 
school of painting It earned a high 
place in the realm s of Italian a rt dur­ 
ing the Fifteenth century, when Peru­ 
gia w as the most powerful city in this 
p art of Italy. 
The neighborhood of 
Siena and the religious atmosphere of 
nearby Assisi and Loreto doubtless ex­ 
ercised an Influence on tile prevailing 
style, which has been described as 
lacking dram atic power but being rich 
In reverie. 
Raphael was once a stu­ 
dent of the Perugian m aster, Pietro 
V annucd. 
Today the walls of many 
of Perugia's churches and form er pal­ 
aces are alive with examples of the 
work of the school. 
Stone-Throwing Pastim e. 


“In the main square by the side of 
the 
big unfinished Gothic cathedral 
the life of the city once centered. Here 
the gentle Perugians played at one of 
the 
bloodiest 
and 
most 
dangerous 
games in the world—th a t of hurling 
stones at one another until often a doz 
en were killed and scores wounded. In 
times of peace this was th e Perugian 
equivalent of a baseball game or the 
movies. 
“According to some critics Perugia 
has, In Hie Porta Augusta, one of the 
finest gates in tile world. 
It beetles in 
black magnificence above a whole quar­ 
ter of tile town, its base early Romnn. 
the middle sections Romanesque, and 
the airy top Renaissance. 
The whole 
Is now blackened with dust, decay and 
fire, and, while it is not Imposing In 
the sunlight, It* heavy stone and buck­ 
lers, fluted pilasters and m assive base 
are nwe-lnsplrlng In the 
damp and 
gloom, when mist is flying through the 
streets. 
‘These Umbrian cities seem 
so Roman,’ says one w riter, 'th at the 
sight of Cnesar's legions 
marching 
through them, with lances arid bucklers 
flashing In the sun. would be the most 
natural thiug possible.'"

Budapest.—The unexpected return 
of a H ungarian soldier, believed long 
dead, has cleared up tile m ystery aur 
rounding the disappearance of 1,000 
soldiers of A ustro-lluugury nine years 
ago. 
Known to have been captured 
by the R ussian arm y in the Curpathl- 
ans In 1916 and reported as having 
been sent to Siberia, all traee of the 
men vanished years ago and they w ere 
thought to have perished. 
Now, by the return of the soldier, it 
is known th at the 1,000 have settled 
in the bleak territory to which they 
w-ere sent, founded five villages and 
traveled well on the way to the de­ 
velopment of 400,000 acres of land a1 
lotted to them by the soviet govern­ 
ment. 
Furtherm ore, they have m ar­ 
ried 
T nrtar, 
Mongol 
and 
Chinese 
wives and are so well content with 
their lot that they will rem ain perma 
nently in their new homes. 
Soon Forgotten. 
The villages of the prisoners are on 
the side of the Amur river near the 
Chinese-Mongolian border. They w ere 
exiled to the place by the old R ussian 
governm ent and were soon forgotten. 
Slowly they turned their attention to 
agriculture and various other trades. 
Most of them were form er H ungarian 
arm y officers, nearly all 
university 
graduates. Among them are a unlver 
slty professor, three doctors, an archi­ 
tect, two C atholic priests, a rabbi, 
while all others are m asters of valu 
able trades. 
Tile foundation of these villages 
came with the Russian revolution. The 
prisoners had two choices; one was 
not to recognize the Red governm ent 
and suffer further punishm ent as pris­ 
oners; the other choice was to Join 
the Red arm y. 
Although all of them 
were against tile soviet idea, still the 
la tte r choice was better for them. 
They joined the arm y and they were 
placed in the sam e battalion. 
The 
Reds gave them about 400,000 acres 
of land, agricultural machinery, do­ 
m estic anim als nnd everything the 
farm ers need, ani) they were to guard 
the border from Mongolian and Chi­ 
nese attacks. 
T hat was the beginning of the vil­ 
lages. 
They built houses, agricultural 
buildings, brick factories and a flour 
mill. 
W ithin a short tim e they had 
formed a small Industrial center In a 
territory where only wild tribes ex­ 
isted. 
Hold to Language. 
They ail m arried Chinese, Mongoli­ 
an, Korean and Russian girls, but an 
Interesting thing is thnt they didn’t 
forget 
their m other language. 
Not 
only that, but they created a new E u­ 
ropean 
civilization. 
They 
built 
churches and schools where the H un­ 
garian language Is spoken. Even their 
wives are adopting this language. 
Money .is a thing unknown to them. 
Business Is done by the ancient m eth­ 
ods of axchange 
Most of their output 
is sold In Vladivostok, where their 
business also is transacted in the ex­ 
change of their produce for articles 
they need.
